‘ag there.is, 4, feafon ; and, indeed, in this valuable obfer- 
vation the very.definition of duty itflf feems, to be con- 
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Tt ia a0 obfervation fome hundred years old, that moft 
people are honeft while they. are young. As we advance 
in. years, we advance in the knowledge of the world; 
which knowledge teaches us diflimulation and cunning. 
Hence it comes to pafs, that there are, I fear, but few in- 
fances of a fteady. honefty in old men. 

I can’t help thinking it a remark equally juft, that the 
modeft part of mankind (as the word. modeft is common- 

underftood to impart an. oppofition to impudence) con- 
ager of fych as are in a progreffjon towards the 
middle fiage of life. From the time, we come to lay 
afide our childifh; follies, we generally begin to fee in- 
toous own weaknefles and imperfections; and from thence 
entertain fuch a difidence of ourfelves, as, is truly necef- 
fuy: to preferve us from. the insputation of arrogance and 

aceit. But as we grow older, we fancy mankind 
hag that eftimsation for age, as to imagine it experimen- 
tally, wife ; and this prefumption often makes, us obftinate 
and dogmatical. Women and children, if impudent and 
headftrong, are generally fo froma theis ignorance : old men 
fometimes, 2s well from igsorence, a5 pride, but chiefly 
from the. latter. 

kt is from the implicit refpeét, to which old men lay 
claim, that masy of them think they have a right of 
committing the moft enormous indecencies. They expect 
to be treated with what the world calls good breeding ; 
yet will feldom condefcend to ufe any themfelves. They 
cenfuure the leaft freedom of {peech in others ; yet often in 
their own formal difcourfes retai] out the grofleft ob{ceni- 
ty, and moft antiquated. jelis of bawdry. —— And what 
renders thefe men {till more intolerable, is, that, they never 
make the leaft allowance to juveatie extravagance, or 
youthful gaiety. They defpife youth, becaufe they are paft 
#; a fame men, wio would be theught philofophers, 
céndemn wealth, for no other reaton but becaufe they are 
poor themfelves. 

An old fellow, who is, as it were, monarch in hisown 
hoafg, and preiident of a cofice-houte club, and needs nor 
cwe for any body, as the expreflion is, thinks he has an 
usidoubted right of faying and aCling juft what he pleafes. 
Mis age, he belicves, gives a credic and fanétion to every 
thing he offers. LHe fits in hits elbow chair, with a faga- 
cious pipe in his mouth, interrogyes magiflerially concern 
ning other peop'e’s bulinets, atlerts with boldnefs, and 
knocks you down with a wiitt, or ai———, if you ask 
for an argument, ——- How melancholy is the refleGions 
to think, that ave, inftead of making us wifer or better, 
for the meft part, ferves only to {well us into a tyrannic 
‘and -prelumptuous behavicus ! If men were always 
fe and Vir'uous, iN proportion to their years, how beau- 

fil.weuld be the appearance of grey hairs, or of the 
wrink'es @f oid ape! But, alas! from remarking on the 
common run of oid people, a man of fenfe would be al- 
moft glad never to arrive at an age, \which is but too pe- 
nerally attended with {if conceit, cavetoufuels, and 1il- 
Rature, 
~ LE would rot, by any thing here fayed, be underftood, 
it the leatt, co derogare fiom the relpeet which is due to 
age, When it is accompanied witha humane and benevo- 

tdifpofition. I would even have young men imitate

tains its end with the leaft difficulty, and confequently ts 
moft agreeable to reafon. : 

In perfons of figure, honour is certainly by much the 
moft forcible principle of action, excepy religion. Nay, 
the law of reputation we find to be io {ome inftances fb 

werful, as to get the better both of divine and haman 
aws co-opérating together. . This is tut too evident, not 
only in the cafe of duelling, but many others. —— How 
unhappy, therefore, muft mankind contime, 2§ long 4s 
cuftom can fo far alter the nature of things, as that a man’s 
charaéter fhall be impeached for not sting that which is 
really in itfelf both bafe and difhoneft ? Thus a man, who 
lets flip an opportunity with a friend’s wife, or fifter, is 
reckoried a ul fellow. As a perfon, who is {0 good a 
Chriftian as to forgive an injury, and is, doubtlefs, on 
that account, the better qualified to anfwer all the ends 
of civil fociety, fhall be hunted, as it were, out of it, as an 
unworthy wretch, who has not courage enough to lay 
afide his humanity, and cat his neighbour’s throat. 

Could that decorum, which Tutty defcribes, and which 
that ineftimable moralift makes to be infeparable from what 
he calls the nc nt 3 I fay, could that be once eftablifh- 
ed, as the infallible touch-ftone for the trying of repu- 
tations, we fhould no longer hear parafites extolling men 
in power, and crying them up to the skies, for fuch in- 
glorious qualitics as a dexterous diffinwulation, and an art- 
ful manner of deceiving. Lawyers would be no longer 
called ingenious and Sivir, for underftanding and pra¢ti- 
fing every method of delay, and arguing cunningly, tho’ 
faliacioufly, on the wrong fide of the queftion. The 
chriftien clergy would lay elaim to no other refpeéct, but 
what they might juftly demand from the fanétiry of their 
lives and converfations. In fhort, a man of virtue would 
be efteemed, tho’ he were in rags; and a man of qua 
lity and fortune, who was vicious and immoral, would 
be centemned and fpurned at, tho’ he were a peer of the 
firft clafs, and could fpend 20,0001. per‘ann. We Mould 
no longer fee {craping old dotards, amaffng up riches, by 
all manner of difheneft means ; arr in their conver- 
fation ; tyrants in their own families, and always afluming 
on account of their grey hairs. The fatyrical proverb, 
Happy is that on, whofe father goes to the devil, would be 
foon forgotten. Nor would young men any longer te 
guided by petulant inclinations, or wafte their time and 
health in debawchery and riot; when by fuch a condu& 
they muft neceffarily fuffer in their charaétcrs, and be- 
come infamous. 

Could men be once brought to thivk indifferently of 
themfelves, ’tis probable they would be more ready to en- 
tertain kind {entiments of their neighbours ; and to thew 
a due fenfe of the relations they bear to one another, bya 
conttant intercourfe of mutual good offices. I belicve 
that infolence and ill breeding w:l generally be found 
to arife from the reflection upon a fuperiority, either of 
fortune, or of underftanding ; when in truth, if the rich- 
eft, or the moft knowing of men, contidered, with a pro- 
per attention, their own merits, they would foon be in- 
tormed, that their opulency is nothing but vanity, and 
their wifdam but folly. 1 remember a pretty thought 
in a french book, in praife of which fir William Temple 
fpeaks very largely, I mean the Plurality of Worlds. Ie 
1s there fayed, that “ All men’s witdom depends upon the 
ignorance of their neighbours.” This is fo far true, that 
whatever the wifeft man knows, in comparifon ot in- 
finite fapicnce, is undoubtedly not of half that confidera- 
tion, that a drop of water is in compurifon of the yatt 
ocean. The following remarkable ftory may be feen in 
the Twkith Hifttory: I fhall give it the reader without 
making any refic€tiens on it; the moral of it being too 
obvious, to be miftaken, Sauaptn, the great turkifh ful- 
tan, commanded, when he was dying, no folemnity to 
be uled at his busial; but only his fhirt, in the manner of 
an enfign, made faft to rhe poiat of a lance, to be carried 
before his dead body; a plain price going betore, and 
crying thus aloud ro the people: “ Satapin, conqueror 
‘© of the caft, of all the greataefs and riches he liad in 
“‘ this lite, catryeh with him, after his death, nothing 
“ more than his flirt to his grave.”

He afferts ‘that in the Oratory he “ knows no fault 
“ bat one, that it is a pattern of the truelt principles of

“to merit, in the capacity of a fcholar aad a clergyman, 
“ that is, or ever vas, in this ifland, or in the world” 
This, which he fays is the only fasle, is certainly none ; 
and conftquently he afferts, that it is not ouly the’ beft re- 
igious inititution i the world, but an inftitytion, without 
even the leat fault or defeat all. According to which, 
he has now given the world, for five or fix years, ocular 
and auricular demouftration of his variens and affiduons 
endeavour to merit, as a fcholar, by his buffooncries on 
the weck-day 5 and as‘g clergyman, by his unintelligible 
theological effufions on fundays, 

He then “ defire: every man who educates a fon to or- 
‘* ders, and him who is fo educated, to confider this cafe,

both to every man, and him, is a figure of {peech ufual 
with our Orator 5 and an internal mark, that this intro- 
duction,aad the following cafe, were drawn up by himéelf.

“ attachment to the government. I was an entire @ranger 
* to politics, but gave him that pledge.” This, I believe, 
is the fir time, that this genctieman ever owned himfelf 
an entire firanger to any art or {cience : however, he‘ was 
well enough acquainted then with practical polities, to give 
the political pledge requi:ed of his ateachmens to the govern- 
ment, and he has tince given many proofs of his intimate

‘ fideration, is a contract for that confideration:” A 
pledge itfelf is no contraét ; tho’ one may be implied by 
the demanding, the giving, and the accepting thereot. 
But then this contrad for the covujideration of a pulpit, or 
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eetiotaMeel M8 0HB very risture of it, could not 
Be abfolutc and unconditional. ) 

“ The hinge of my imtcreft and fortune very much 
“ turned upon it.” Upom that confideration, viz. the hinge 
‘of the pulpit, with a folligitation of which he had waited 
spon this prelate. 

“* Te was in the year 1724, a tender crifis, and doubt- 
@ lefs he made a job of it to the government.” - That 
year, it feems, was a.tender crifis; and of that crifis the 
prckte made a job to the government. A nonfenfical and 
{candalous ;eflection upon both : iniinuating, that the go- 
Ycroment was ready to incouraye dirty jobs, and that a re- 
verend prelate vébs ready to do them. 

“When. L applied fur the confideration, he fhifted me 
* off ; had, he any poflible exception to my intelle€tual or 
** moral qualifications (tho’ nothing can be more immoral, 
** or fooner make the world atheilts, thana peeeaas pre- 
“ late) he fhould, before he dtew me in, have told me, 
** that if he met with any fuch exception, he would not

The inducement for ereting the Bank, was a neceffary 
fupply of money the government then wanted ; and to 
enable them to efiec it, they were incorporated with ufual 
powe's to raife money upon credit.
